Venice, Sept. 3. 


E have Letters from Conftantinople 
of the 28th of July, which con- 
tradi& the Report we had of the 
Sultan’s being depos‘d ; and fay on 
the contrary, that 4 Bafhas, and 
feveral other Accomplices of the intended Infurrecti- 


on had been put to Death, and that all things were 


thereby reftor'd to perfect Tranquility. — 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept, 16. 

Milan, Sept. 3. Laft Night our Magazine of Pow- 
der was blown up by fome Accident, and 12 Men in 
it perifh’d. We have receiv’d an Exprefs by the Way 
of Genoa from Prince Eugene of Savoy our Gover- 
nourGeneral, with Advice that his Highnefs and the 
Duke of Savoy had been oblig’d to retire from be- 
fore Toulon, to return into Piemont with the Army 
of the Allies under their Command. This Courier 
Has likewife brougnt Orders for preparing 2000 Beds 
for the Sick of that Army, and 4000 Rations of 
Bisket to be fent to Piemont: And he reports that 
the Prince of Anhalt Deffau, Count Coningfeck, 
Coun: Hrach, and General Zumjungen are among 
the Number of the Sick. The Duke. of Savoy 1s 
raifing new Levies to recruit his Troops ; and feems 
to haye a Defign to undertake the Siege of Suza 
before the End of the Campaign. Recruits from 
Germany arrive daily. The Duke de Moles, who 
went hence the 22d of laft Month, embark’d the 
1ft Inftant at Genoa, on an Englith Veffel, to go to 
King Charles III. at Barcelona. . 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 16. 

Neufchatel, Sept. 6. The Tribunal fate here to, 
Day purfuant to their laft Prorogation ; and the 
Prince of Conti propos’d ro them his Exceptions 
againft rhofe who affifted at the Tribunal of 1694, 
and who have Sons in the Service of the King of 
Pruffia : But thofe Exceptions were rejected ; and 
the Confideration of bis otkgr Exceptions is adjourn’d 
till to Morrow. 

From the Amfte-dam Courant, dated Sept. 13. 

Vienna, Aug. 31. Velt-Marfhal Staremberg march’d 
on the 13th with Part of his Army to Sciosberg, 
leaving tc Command of the other Part of it to Count 


_ Leeuwenberg. His Defign was to attack the Caftles 


of Bexeniz and Dobrovoda, 2 important Pofts : But 
he found the firft of them abandon’d ; and the laft 
farrender’d at Difcretion after 3 Cannor-fhot had 
been fit’d againft it; and the Garrifon took Service 
inthe Emperour’s Troops. The 15th he came back 
to Leopolftad : The 18th he march’d with all his 
Troops, except a {mall Number that ftay’d with the 
Baggage under the Walls of that Town, to Pirfchau, 


where he continued the 19th. The 20th he pafs'd 


the Waag at Weyfmeur: Tke he advanc'd 


near to Neitra ; and our Huffars put to flight a Par- 
ty that came out of that Caftle, after having kill’d 
feveral of them. The 22d he march’d to Sapornio, 


Where the Baggage arriv'’d the Day before. Lien- 


tenant General Leeuwenberg having put a Garrifon 
and Provifions into the Caftle of Branitz, niarch’d 
from the River Mark, defeated a great Party of 


Malecontents, and oblig'd the Inhabitants of many, 


Villages to take an Oath of Fidelity to the Empe- 
rour ; and that General treating them with great 
Mildnefs and Lenity, many of them who were in 
the Service of the Malefontents, and among them 
at leaft 20 Gentlemen, came to him voluntarily, and 
offer’d to ferve the Emperour: Af:ér this be march’d 
with his {mall Body to Oftra, to drive the Male- 


contents from the Neighbourhood of that Place. | 


The Troops that are marching to Tranfilvania under 
General Rabutin, were according to our frethe 

Advices from Buda, near thar Town: But they de- 
fert apace. On Sunday laft 550 Bartils of Powder, 
with a great Number of Bombs, Carcafles, Grana- 
does and other Stores of Wat, were fent from 
hence to Raab and Comorra. The Malecontents 
lie ftill at prefent, but intend to enter once more 
upon Action when our tos are divided; and td 
harrafs them with continwal Marches. "Tis faid 


‘the King of Spain would bave been glad that Cars 


dinal Giimani, and not Count Martinitz, had been 
appointed Viceroy of Naples, or that he were {0 ftill ; 
but thisCourt is not willing he fhould ; and Directions 
are fent to Count Taun to follow the Orders of 
Count Martinitz, and not of Cardinal Grimani. 
All things are getting ready for the Departure of the 
Princefs of Wolfembuttel, who the 28th Inftant en- 


‘ter'd into the 17th Year of her Age : Count Die- 
_ drichfteyn, Mafter of the Horfe, has given Order for 


preparing the Coaches, Horfes, and al] the other 
Equipage. Her Cloaths will coft above 300006 
Rixdollars ; and every thing is to be ready by the 
End of October. Count Zixzendorf is on the mend- 
ing Hand, and 'tis believ'd is now paft Danger. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 13: 

Vienna, Avg. 31. Our laft Letters which camé 
by an Exprefs from Naples, fay, that the Mifunder- 
ftanding continues between Count Taun and Count 
Martinitz ; and Cardinal Grimani complaining 
that the Viceroyfhip of Naples, which the lat 
Emperour promis’d him, is not given him, the 
Court is confulting how to give all Parties Satis- 
faction. °*Tis faid rhat if Count Martinitz be re- 
call’d, fome confiderable Imployment will be given 
him here, and then Cardinal Grimani will go to 
Naples. The Malecontents of Hungary perfift in 
their Refolution to chufe a new King the 6th of 
September next.

Vienna, Sept. 3. We have Advice from Hunga- 
ry, that Prince Ragotski was ftill ac Mongatz, aed 
had Summon’d the Sates of the Country to meet 
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agen : that Qckoloczzni the elder, is ftill a Prifoner : 
“thac the Conicderaced Hiungarians are endcavour- 
ing to difvofe the Czar of Mutcovy, to get Prince 
Raguiski choien King of Poland, and after chat. to 
uniie thefe 2 Kingdoms into one: to which End 
Count Kerzoni and M. Berthori were fent on a 
Solemn Depuration to bis Czar:hh Majefty, and were 
actuaily on their Journey: Buc Count Berezeni be- 
ing much hurt witha Fall from his Horfe, was o- 
big’d to return to Hungary; and M. Globoskirski 
was chofen in his Room: ’Tis believ’d that the 
Czar wi!i nor give Ear to fuch a Propofal. 
the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 16. 
Vienna Sept. 3. An Exprefs from Count Wratis- 
Yau has brought Advice that the Differences between 
his Imperial Majefty and the King of Sweden, re- 
lating to the Proveftants of Silefia, and the ocher 
Points in Difpuce, are as good as accommodated ; 
the Count having granted almoft all the King of 
Sweden's Demands ; fo that we every hour expect 
the News of the Conclufion of the Treaty. Phe 


Prince of Salm has imparted this good News to the. 


Depuries of Silefia tbat are here; and one of them 
went hence two Days ago, with the Confent of 
Count Kinski, to ferch a Copy of the Articles,grant- 
ed to the Proreftants of that Dutchy, that they may 
be prefented to the Deputies who are met at Breflau, 
and put in Execution. Thé Court has given Orders 
ro the Jew Oppenheim to get all things ready for the 
Voyage ofthe Princefs of Wolfenbucel. The Cardi- 
nal of Sax+-Zgyrs, who is to conduct her to Catalonia, 
artiv'd here 1o Day. Count Gallas is likewife come 
hither. Count Rechteren, Envoy extraordinary from 
the States-General, is preparing for a Journey tothe 
Army on the Upper Rhine. The Marquis de Prie 
came hithet fome Days ago: We are much furpiz’d 
to hear rhac that the Courc of Romie has Excommu- 
ficated {ome Minifters and Generals of the Empe- 
ror and Duke of Savoy, becaufe they Bad rais‘d 
Contributions in the Durchy of Parma, a Fief of the 
Apoftolick See: Wetalk alfo of a League between 
the Court of Rome, and fome Princes of Italy, to 
Which we impure this bold Step which that Court has 
‘thade : But the Imperial Court feemis not much con- 
tern’d ar it, having good Reafons and fufficient 
Means ia their Harids to maintain what they have 
done. There is nothing new from Hungary: Gene- 
yal Staremberg continues near Sapornio, General 
Palfi near Alrembourg, and.Count Rabutin proceeds 
on his March ro Tranfylvania, wher2, ’tis faid, Ba- 
ron Tige bas defeated fome Malecontents. Prince 
Ragotski is ftillar Mongatz; but "tis ramour’d that 
Count Berezeni being diffatisfy’d, had abfented him- 
felf from thence; and that he dy’d as he was 
tetiring into Poland: This requires Confirmation. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sepr. 1. 
Nuremberg, Sept. 9. Somie Letters from Vienna 
‘Advife, that Count Berezeni was retiring out of 
Hungary with all his Family and Riches into Poland; 
bur ds‘d on the Way : That there was a Mif- 
underftanding between the other Chiefs of the 
Hungarian That even feven Counties 
of that Country had abandon’d their Party, and 
were rérurn’d to the Emperor's Obedience : and had 
Undertaken to prevail with the others to folow their 
Exampie:
